The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The 
instant claimed combinations found within Independent Claims 1,10,16, 23, 30 and 34 
are considered to be novel and unobvious in view of the Prior Art of Record. The 
combinations are drawn to temperature compensation for arc fault determination within 
an apparatus or method and include either specific connections of the sensing resistor 
to the first and second thermistors of the temperature compensation circuit or specific 
connections of the sense resistor to neutral on one of its ends and to a neutral pigtail on 
its other end. It is the opinion of the Examiner that these specific configurations in 
conjunction with the other limitations within the respective combinations are novel and 
unobvious in view of the Prior Art of Record. The teachings of Mason, Jr. et al. 
(6,678,137), appear to be closely related, but there does not appear to be motivation for 
modifying those teachings so as to meet the claimed combinations.
